By  the  resignation  of  Professor 
Lamberton,  the  University  loses  a valuable 
man — one  who,  from  the  many  positions  he  has 
filled,  has  proved  himself  to  be  a brilliant  and 
versatile  scholar.  The  best  wishes  of  The  Burr 
go  with  him. 

^ I ^HE  Sophomore  Class,  this  year,  very 
wisely  did  not  resort  to  the  old  methods 
of  “gagging”  the  Freshman  Class  at  the  sports 
on  Founder’s  Day.  The  best  “gag”  they  could 
have  gotten  out  would  have  been  references  to 
thenumberof  men  from  ’Ninety-one  entered, to 
judge  from  which  Lehigh’s  future  in  athletics 
is  far  from  bright.  But  the  “gag”  chosen,  that  of 
presenting  the  canes,  with  the  attached  card, 
was  new,  and  certainly  showed  originality,  and 
as  each  year  it  becomes  more  and  more  diffi- 
cult to  find  something  new  for  this  purpose, 
the  Sophomores  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
having  done  as  well  as  they  did. 

TUNOR  several  years  so  little  matter  has  been 
written  for  The  Burr  by  men  not  on 
the  Board,  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  fill 
the  Editorial  Board  completely.  While  The 
Burr  was  a monthly,  this  did  not  make  so 
much  difference,  but  now  that  the  labors  of  the 
editors  have  been  doubled,  the  Board  has  de- 
cided to  fill  the  now  existing  vacancies.  In 
order  to  give  those  who  wish  to  fill  these 
positions  an  opportunity  to  write  something  to 
prove  their  ability,  the  elections  will  not  take 
place  until  the  end  of  November,  and  will  be 
announced  in  the  issue  for  Dec.  1st.  The  va- 
cancies now  existing  are,  one  from  the  Senior 
and  two  from  the  Sophomore  Classes. 

'npHE  Fall  Sports  this  year  were  the  most 
A-  miserable  exhibition  Lehigh  has  wit- 
nessed for  a long  time.  In  stating  this  we  do 
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not  intend  to  reflect  in  any  manner  upon  the 
managers  of  the  Athletic  Association,  except 
in  regard  to  the  track,  which  was  in  a misera- 
ble condition,  and  which  no  attempt  was  made 
to  roll,  or  to  fix  up  in  the  least  degree;  but  the 
men  themselves  are  responsible  for  this.  For 
many  years  it  has  been  a mystery  why  Lehigh 
cannot  do  something — if  ever  so  little — in  track  1 
athletics.  At  the  risk  of  tiring  every  one,  we 
must  again  inquire  how  it  was  that  when  men 
had  to  go  to  Rittersville  to  train,  or  run  around 
the  paths  in  the  University  Park,  we  were  able 
to  make  a creditable  showing  in  the  Inter- 
Collegiate  sports,  while  now,  with  a track — to 
be  sure  a bad  one — within  stone’s  throw,  we 
are  unable  to  compete  with  athletes  from  sister 
colleges.  To  all  this  there  is  but  one  answer, 
and  that  is — lack  of  training.  Some  men  ac- 
tually went  on  the  field  without  having  run  for 
months  the  race  they  entered.  This  is  the  only 
answer  that  can  be  made  to  our  question,  and 
when  things  come  to  a point  such  as  this,  we 
had  better  either  take  a decided  brace  or  else 
give  up  all  pretensions  to  having  sports  of  any 
character.  At  any  rate,  this  latter  method  will 
relieve  us  of  the  imputation  of  attracting  peo- 
ple to  the  grounds  under  false  pretences. 

HE  statement  on  the  first  page  of  The 
Burr,  that  it  is  published  by  the  students 
of  the  Lehigh  University,  is  not,  strictly  speak- 
ing, true.  The  more  correct  statement  would 
be  that  it  is  published  bv  a small  percentage 
of  the  students,  for,  to  tell  the  truth,  for  the 
past  few  years  the  subscribers  among  the  alum- 
ni and  students  have  been  comparatively  few. 
This  year,  by  dint  of  hard  work,  a larger  num- 
ber of  students  than  ever  before  subscribe ; but 
even  now  The  Burr  is  not  supported  as  it 
should  be.  With  the  number  of  men  in  col- 
lege nearly  twice  as  great,  the  number  of  stu- 
dent subscribers  is  little  greater  than  those  on 
the  subscription  list  for  the  first  volume.  The 
Class  of  'Ninety  is  particularly  bad  in  this  re- 
spect, a very  small  number  of  Sophomores 
taking  The  Burr;  and  as  each  man,  without 


regard  to  the  fact  that  he  is  a non-subscriber, 
is  ready  and  willing  at  all  times  to  criticize  and 
offer  suggestions,  the  natural  conclusion  is  that 
the  men  either  read  The  Burr  in  the  book- 
stores or  else  a copy  belonging  to  some  one 
else.  This,  in  either  case,  is  reprehensible,  and 
there  should  be  sufficient  pride  among  this  class 
of  men  to  subscribe  for  the  only  paper  repre- 
senting the  College. 

Among  the  alumni  the  case  is  even  worse. 
Frequently  no  excuse  is  given  for  not  subscrib- 
ing, or  else,  as  one  alumnus  stated,  they  have 
not  time  to  read  it.  From  the  way  this  man 
talked,  one  might  suppose  that  The  Burr  was 
the  size  of  the  Encyclopedia  Brittanica,  and  pub- 
lished daily.  Of  course  no  one  believed  the 
excuse,  and  it  did  not  cause  the  man  to  rise  in 
the  estimation  of  the  Editors.  The  alumni 
should  take  enough  college  spirit  away  with 
them  to  support  a college  paper  whose  sub- 
scription price  is  not  likely  to  ruin  them  finan- 
cially. 

npHE  present  season  of  foot-ball,  which,  to 
judge  from  the  encouraging  record  of 
the  team  during  the  last  two  years,  should  have 
been  the  most  successful  and  interesting  of  all 
up  to  the  present  time,  is  being  marred  by  the 
disgraceful  state  of  the  Athletic  Grounds. 
Aside  from  the  fact  that  they  are  covered  with 
pebbles  and  rocks  of  all  sizes  and  descriptions, 
the  grounds  in  themselves  are  extremely  hard 
in  dry  weather,  just  as  muddy  and  slippery 
after  rain,  and  they  seem  to  become  more  and 
more  so  every  year.  They  have  never  been 
fit  to  play  on,  and  to-day  less  than  at  any  time. 
The  game,  we  know,  is  accompanied  with  great 
hardships  and  dangers,  and  if  these  are  at  a 
maximum  here,  it  is  not  strange  that  the  cap- 
tain of  the  team  should  feel  conscience-stricken 
when  asking  a man  to  engage  in  something  in 
which  he  will  surely  be  injured  if  not  disabled 
for  life.  While  most  colleges  have  been  play- 
ing foot-ball  twice  a week  since  the  1st  of  Octo- 
ber,  we  have  to  be  contented  with  games  on 
Saturdays  only,  and  it  has  been  with  great 
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difficulty  that  the  manager  has  persuaded  col- 
leges to  play  on  our  home  grounds  at  all. 
Haverford  refuses  to  play  on  grounds  as  hard 
as  ours;  University  of  Pennsylvania  has  can- 
celled the  date  for  their  return  game  for  a like 
reason,  and  if  we  remember  the  expletives  used 
by  the  Swarthmore  men  whenever  they  were 
downed,  we  should  not  be  surprised  if  we  had 
played  with  them  too  for  the  last  time.  Foot- 
ball is  firmly  implanted  at  Lehigh,  and  the  im- 
petus it  has  already  received  should  not  be 
checked  by  something  that  can  be  easily  rem- 
edied. We  are  unable  to  suggest  any  better 
sheme  than  the  one  prepared  by  Prof.  Williams 
some  time  ago.  The  grounds  must  be  placed 
in  a decent  condition — they  must  be  sodded 
at  once — and  for  this  purpose  the  Athletic 
Association  must  receive  the  aid  of  every  stu- 
dent. The  matter  should  be  taken  in  hand  by 
the  four  classes  and  a tax  imposed  within  the 
means  of  all — two  dollars,  for  example.  If 
this  is  too  much  to  pay  at  once,  let  it  be  col- 
lected in  monthly  dues  or  at  certain  stated 
times ; but  we  must  insist  that  it  be  collected. 
This  is  the  only  solution  to  the  problem,  and 
the  only  way  to  enhance  the  prettiest  and  most 
interesting  of  college  games.  It  is,  besides,  no 
more  than  due  to  the  men  who  have  sufficient 
courage  and  love  for  their  college  to  play  the 
game  that  they  be  furnished  grounds  where 
their  chances  of  getting  killed  are  considerably 
diminished.

FOUNDER'S  DAY  EXERCISES. 

OUNDER’S  DAY  was  observed  by  the 
consecration  of  the  Packer  Memorial 
Church,  the  munificent  gift  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Packer  Cummings.  Contrary  to  all  expecta- 
tions the  weather  could  not  have  been  better 
suited  to  the  occasion.  Long  before  eleven 
o’clock  visitors  began  to  arrive,  and  previous 
to  the  opening  of  the  services  the  Church  was 
crowded,  the  side  aisles  being  filled  and  people 
standing  in  the  rear.  The  Juniors,  as  usual, 
filled  their  positions  as  ushers,  and  comfortably 
seated  as  many  as  the  nave  and  the  aisles 
would  allow.  The  seats  in  the  transept  were 
reserved  for  the  students  of  the  University,  the 
Faculty  sitting  in  the  seats  outside  of  the 
chancel.  Promptly  at  eleven  the  different 
classes  formed  in  a column  before  the  Library, 
and  headed  by  Mr.  H.  S.  Miner,  President  of 
the  Senior  Class,  marched  to  the  Church  and 
took  their  respective  places.  As  they  pro- 
ceeded up  the  aisle  Prof.  J.  Fred.  Wolle  played 
the  voluntary  “ Marcia  Religiosa.” 

Shortly  after  eleven  the  Trustees,  with  the 
exception  of  Dr.  Coleman  and  Mr.  Cummings, 
led  by  Dr.  Lamberton,  entered  at  the  southern 
door  and  proceeded  to  the  vestibule,  where 
they  received  the  Bishops  and  visiting  clergy, 


who  moved  up  the  centre  aisle  in  a procession, 
first  coming  President  Lamberton  and  the 
Trustees,  followed  by  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Taylor, 
who,  acting  as  Bishop  Potter’s  chaplain,  carried 
his  sermon,  and  wore  the  hood  of  a Bachelor 
of  Divinity,  and  the  Rev.  L.W.  Washburn,  who 
acted  as  Bishop  Howe’s  chaplain,  and  bore  the 
Episcopal  staff.  Then  came  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Henry  C.  Potter,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  New 
York,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  M.  A.  DeWolfe  Howe, 
D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania. 
Bishop  Rulison  was  absent  on  account  of  the 
death  of  his  mother.  Behind  them  were  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Lundy,  of  Philadelphia ; the  Rev. 
Leighton  Coleman,  D.D.,  of  Oxford,  Eng.;  the 
Rev.  W.  P.  Orrick,  D.D.,  of  Reading;  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Hopkins,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  of  Williamsport ; 
the  Rev.  Marcus  A.  Tolman,  of  Mauch  Chunk; 
the  Rev.  J.  DeW.  Perry,  of  Germantown;  the 
Rev.  A.  Powell,  of  York;  the  Rev.  Edmund 
Leaf,  of  Birdsboro;  the  Rev.  G.  Pomeroy  Allen, 
D.D.,  of  Bethlehem;  the  Rev.  C.  Kinloch  Nelson, 
of  South  Bethlehem;  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Snyder, 
Chaplain  of  Lehigh  University,  and  others,  and 
finally  the  Choir  of  twenty- eight  voices  from 
Christ  Cathedral,  Reading,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Prof.  H.  M.  Keller. 

The  Bishops  and  clergy  advanced  to  the 
chancel,  repeating  alternately  the  24th  Psalm, 
the  Bishops  one  verse  and  the  clergy  the  other. 
After  being  accommodated  behind  the  rails, 
President  Lamberton  ascended  to  the  sanctuary 
rail  and  presented  Bishop  Howe  with  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Board  ofTrustees,  acknowledging 
the  gift  of  the  Church.  The  Bishop  then  of- 
fered up  a devout  prayer,  after  which  the 
Sentence  of  Consecration  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Marcus  A.  Tolman,  and  laid  by  the  Bishop 
upon  the  altar.  The  493d  Hymn,  “Jerusalem, 
the  Golden”  etc.,  was  then  sung.  Then  fol- 
lowed the  Order  of  Daily  Morning  Prayer, 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  G.  P.  Allen,  D.D.,  and 
the  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson.  Bishop  Howe  pro- 
nounced the  Absolution.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Lundy 
read  the  Lessons.  After  the  Morning  Prayer, 
the  431st  Hymn,  “Round  the  Lord  in  Glory 
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Seated”  etc.,  was  sung.  After  this  came  the 
Ante-Communion  Service, which  was  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  Leighton  Coleman,  D.D.  The 
Rev.  W.  P.  Orrick,  D.D.,  read  the  Epistle  and 
the  Rev.  Edmund  Leaf  the  Gospel.  Then 
followed  the  200th  Hymn,  ” Pleasant  are  Thy 
courts  above,”  etc.  Bishop  Potter  then  deliv- 
ered a forcible  and  interesting  sermon, taking  for 
his  text:  “Your  young  men  shall  see  visions,” 
— Joel,  2d  chapter,  28th  verse.  After  the  ser- 
mon, a collection  v/as  taken  up  by  members  of 
the  Senior  Class  for  the  benefit  of  indigent 
students  studying  for  the  ministry. 

The  prayer  for  the  Church  Militant  then  fol- 
lowed, after  which  the  Communion  Service  was 
conducted  by  Bishop  Potter  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Snyder.  During  this  Service,  the  choir 
rendered  Hymn  207,  “ Bread  of  the  World, 
in  mercy  broken.”  After  Communion  had 
been  administered,  Bishop  Potter  pronounced 
the  Benediction.  The  choir  then  sang  the 
Recessional  Hymn,  496,  ‘‘Jerusalem,  my  happy 
home,”  during  which  the  procession  left  the 
chancel,  and  proceeding  down  the  northern 
aisle  of  the  transept  entered  the  sacristy. 

The  visiting  clergy  and  choir  were  enter- 
tained at  dinner  at  Christmas  Hall,  by  the 
Trustees.

ON  Friday,  Oct.  14th,  the  Lehigh  Fresh- 
men went  to  Easton  and  there  played  the 
Lafayette  Freshmen  a game  of  foot-ball,  at 
which  they  were  defeated  by  a score  of  10  to  o.

Lehigh,  ’91  : Rushers — Wadleigh,  Buckley, 
Chandler,  Rafferty  (centre),  Schmitz,  Beck.Fer- 
tig;  quarter-back — Colwell ; half-backs — Van- 
der  Horst  and  Mish;  full-back — Graham  (cap- 
tain). 

Referee — R.  K.  Polk,  Lehigh,  ’87. 

Umpire — G.  D.  Mcllvaine,  Lafayette,  ’87. 
The  Lehigh  Team  played  a steady  game  and 
did  much  better  than  was  expected  of  them, 
as  they  had  never  played  together  and  had 
elected  their  captain  when  going  down  on  the 
train.  Both  teams  showed  many  faults,  among 
which  was  the  great  fault  of  tackling  too  high.

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LEHIGH  VS.  PRINCETON. 


On  Saturday  afternoon,  October  15th,  our 
foot-ball  team  played  Princeton,  and  the  result 
was  a score  of  80  to  o in  favor  Princeton. 

In  spite  of  being  defeated  by  such  an  over- 
whelming score,  we  have  no  reason  to  become 
disheartened,  for  the  game  was  of  full  three- 
quarter  halfs,  and  our  men  played  sharp  and 
quick,  and  in  no  manner  did  they  try  to  kill 
time. 

The  teams  were — 

Princeton:  Rushers — Spear,  Church, Cowan, 
George  (centre),  Janeway,  Irvine  and  Black; 
quarter-back — Hancock;  half-backs — Price 
(captain)  and  Payne;  full-back — Ames. 

Lehigh:  Rushers — Wetzel, Schmitz,  Dough- 
erty, Martin  (centre),  Davis,  Palmer  and  Wil- 
liams; quarter-back — Boynton;  half-backs — 
Long  and  Corbin  (captain);  full-back — Rickert. 

There  were  about  five  hundred  spectators 
present  to  witness  the  game,  and  the  day  itself 
was  an  ideal  one  for  foot-ball. 

William  Baker,  of  Princeton,  was  chosen 
for  referee,  and  R.  K.  Polk,  Lehigh,  ’87,  for 
umpire. 

Lehigh,  having  won  the  toss,  took  the  ball, 
and  play  was  begun  at  2:45  by  the  ball  being 
dribbled  to  Boynton,  who  passed  it  to  Corbin, 
who  in  turn  was  quickly  downed  by  Cowan. 
The  ball,  after  being  downed  four  times,  was 
given  to  Princeton,  who  gave  it  to  Cowan. 
Cowan,  after  being  tackled,  passed  the  ball  to 
Payne,  who  made  a beautiful  run,  carrying  the 
ball  within  twenty-five  yards  of  Lehigh’s  goal 
line.  As  soon  as  the  ball  was  put  into  play  it 
was  passed  to  Ames,  who  then  succeeded  in 
making  the  first  touch-down,  and  from  which 
he  kicked  a goal.  Time,  4 minutes.  When 
the  ball  was  again  put  in  play,  Corbin  tried  to 
rush,  but  was  unsuccessful, and  after  four  downs 
the  ball  passed  into  the  possession  of  Prince- 
ton. Hancock  passed  the  ball  to  Irvine,  who 
carried  it  as  far  as  the  25-yard  line,  where  he 
was  beautifully  tackled  by  Boynton.  Cowan 
then  took  the  ball  and  succeeded  in  making 


the  second  touch-down,  from  which  Ames 
kicked  goal. 

The  ball  was  taken  to  the  centre  of  the  field, 
where  Long  tried  to  run  with  it,  but  after  three 
unsuccessful  attempts  the  ball  was  passed  to 
Rickert,  who  kicked  it.  Ames  succeeded  in 
catching  the  ball,  and  after  having  made  a run 
of  nearly  the  entire  field  obtained  a touch- 
down, from  which  he  was  successful  in  kicking 
a goal.  Lehigh  again  tried  to  rush  the  ball 
and  lost  it  to  Princeton  after  four  downs.  The 
ball  was  then  passed  to  Cowan,  and  he  was 
downed  by  Williams  after  having  gained  fifteen 
yards.  Princeton  gave  the  ball  to  Price,  who, 
being  superbly  supported  by  his  team,  obtained 
the  fifth  touch-down.  Ames  failed  to  kick 
goal,  Rickert  kicked  the  ball  out  from  the 
25 -yard  line,  and  Ames  succeeded  in 
rushing  it  right  in  behind  Lehigh’s  goal ; as 
before  no  goal  resulted.  Rickert  again  kicked 
out  the  ball,  which  was  secured  by  Price. 
Palmer  downed  Price  before  he  had  made  much 
headway.  George  put  the  ball  into  play,  Han- 
cock passed  it  to  Cowan,  who,  after  a fine  run, 
made  another  touch-down.  Two  points  more 
were  then  added  to  the  score  by  Ames,  who 
succeeded  in  kicking  a goal.  After  this,  Han- 
cock, Price  and  Cowan  each  succeeded  in 
making  a touch-down,  and  from  each  Ames 
kicked  a goal.  At  this  time  the  first  half  ended, 
and  the  score  stood  50  to  o,  in  Princeton’s  favor 

The  second  half  started  at  3:42,  and  during 
this  half  there  was  a marked  improvement  in 
Lehigh’s  playing.  Corbin  started  off  by  trying 
to  rush,  but  was  quickly  downed.  The  ball  was 
then  given  to  Rickert,  who  made  a good  kick. 
Ames  made  a free  catch,  but  decided  to  run, 
and  he  was  not  downed  until  within  twenty-five 
yards  of  Lehigh’s  goal  line.  Here  Princeton 
put  Cowan  half-back,  and  Payne  was  placed 
end-rush  opposite  Williams.  After  the  ball  was 
put  in  play  it  was  passed  to  Cowan,  who  suc- 
ceeded in  making  a touch-down.  Lehigh  dis- 
puted this  touch-down,  claiming  that  Cowan 
had  run  out  of  bounds,  but  the  referee  decided 
in  Princeton’s  favor.  A short  while  after  this 
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Ames  kicked  a goal  from  nearly  the  centre  of 
the  field.  Ames  then  secured  another  touch- 
down, and  a short  time  after  kicked  another 
goal  from  the  field.  The  half  by  this  time  was 
rapidly  drawing  to  a close,  and  Princeton 
worked  hard  to  secure  another  point.  After 
some  time  the  ball  was  passed  over  Lehigh’s 
goal  line,  and  the  half-backs  fumbled  it  so  that 
Irvine  managed  to  drop  on  it,  thus  securing  a 
touch-down.  Time  was  called  before  an  attempt 
could  be  made  to  kick  a goal.  Our  team  was 
much  delighted  with  the  manner  in  which  the 
Princetonians  treated  them. 

Mr.  Wagenhurst,  the  captain  of  the  Prince- 
ton team,  and  Mr.  Barr,  treasurer  of  the  Athletic 
Association,  met  the  team  upon  their  arrival, 
and  showed  them  every  courtesy  possible. 


DICKINSON  VS.  LEHIGH. 

The  Foot-Ball  Team  won  its  second  victory 
on  October  22,  at  Carlisle,  defeating  Dickin- 
son 20  to  o.  The  game  took  place  on  the  Fair 
Grounds,  which  were  in  very  bad  condition, 
there  being  no  five  or  even  ten-yard  marks  to 
aid  the  referee.  There  was  some  difficulty  be- 
fore the  game  in  regard  to  the  elegibility  of 
one  of  Dickinson’s  players,  who  was  finally 
dropped.  The  teams  were —

Porter,  Wharton  (centre),  Baldwin,  Dryden, 
Hauk;  quarter-back  — Swartz;  half-backs  — 
Moore  and  Yocum  (captain);  full-back — Holler. 

Lehigh:  Rushers — Wetzel,  Davis,  Dough- 
erty, Martin  (centre),  Rafferty,  Palmer,  Wil- 
liams (captain);  quarter-back — Walker;  half- 
backs— Emery  and  Graham ; full-back — Rick- 
ert. 

Referee — J.  M.  Howard,  Lehigh,  ’87. 

Umpire — Prof.  Durell,  of  Dickinson. 

Lehigh  won  the  toss  and  took  the  ball. 
Play  was  begun  at  3.07  by  a dribble  to  Walker, 
who  gained  a few  yards.  Rushes  by  Palmer 
and  Davis  quickly  advanced  the  ball  to  the 
25-yard  line  from  which  point  Palmer  made 
the  first  touch-down  in  four  minutes.  Graham 


fumbled  the  punt-out  and  Rickert  picking  the 
ball  up  got  within  five  feet  of  the  goal  line  be- 
fore he  was  downed.  Davis  rushed  it  in,  making 
the  second  touch-down  in  two  minutes,  from 
which  Williams  kicked  a goal. 

Play  was  again  started  by  a dribble,  but 
four  downs  surrendered  the  ball  to  Lehigh, 
who  steadily  advanced  it  towards  Dickinson’s 
goal.  By  a bad  play  the  ball  was  here  kicked, 
and  going  over  the  goal  line  was  touched 
down  by  Dickinson.  Emery  secured  the  kick- 
out  and  by  a strong  run  again  carried  the  ball 
close  to  the  goal-posts.  Davis  soon  rushed  it 
over  the  goal  line,  but  Dickinson  claimed  that 
he  had  gone  out  of  bounds.  Referee  Howard 
held  to  his  decision  of  a touch-down,  but  after 
some  dispute  Captain  Williams  gave  them  the 
point.  The  ball  was  taken  out  fifteen  yards 
and  passed  to  Rickert;  he  passed  to  Wetzel 
who  made  the  third  touch-down;  time,  20 
minutes.  No  goal  resulted.  The  ball  was 
kicked  out  and  by  runs  of  Wetzel  and  Graham 
was  brought  back  to  the  25-yard  line.  Here 
Holler  was  hurt  and  Patton  took  his  place  as 
full-back.  Davis  made  a long  run  to  within  a 
yard  of  the  goal  post,  when  on  lining  up,  an 
opening  in  the  rush  line  gave  Rickert  the 
fourth  touch-down  in  five  minutes.  Williams 
kicked  goal.  For  the  remaining  ten  minutes 
of  this  half  the  ball  stayed  near  the  centre  of 
the  field.  Score,  20  to  o. 

Time  was  called  for  the  second  half  at  4:15, 
and  the  brilliant  work  of  Lehigh’s  rush  line 
forced  her  opponents  back  to  the  25-yard  line, 
where  on  four  downs  the  ball  went  to  Lehigh, 
but  a foul  quickly  gave  it  back.  This  half  was 
devoid  of  interest,  for  Dickinson  played  a 
kicking  and  defensive  game  entirely,  while 
Lehigh  played  very  loosely,  scoring  no  more 
points. 

Of  the  new  men,  Rafferty  played  the  best 
game,  giving  evidence  that  with  steady  train- 
ing he  will  develop  into  a strong  rusher. 
Walker  filled  his  place  very  creditably,  but  is  a 
little  slow  in  getting  through  the  rush  line  and 
has  an  inclination  to  tackle  too  high.  Emery 
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and  Graham  played  a good  running  game,  but 
made  some  very  disastrous  fumbles  of  kicked 
balls.  During  the  first  half  the  team  work  of 
Lehigh  could  not  have  been  excelled.  They 
played  into  one  another’s  hands  and  protected 
their  half-backs  very  successfully.  The  last 
half,  however,  was  characterized  by  slow,  loose 
and  careless  playing.  Captain  Williams  de- 
serves much  credit  for  the  admirable  way  he 
managed  the  eleven,  as  does  Mr.  Howard  for 
his  excellent  refereeing  under  such  trying  cir- 
cumstances.

— Cornell  has  invited  the  Foot-Ball  Team  to  play 
their  Team  in  Elmira,  N.  Y„  Thanksgiving  Day,  and 
offers  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  trip.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  the  proposition  is  accepted,  inasmuch  as  the  team 
piays  Lafayette  the  previous  day. 

— Mr.  A.  B.  Coxe,  Yale,  '87,  who  was  one  of  the  time- 
keepers at  the  Fall  Sports,  holds  the  inter-collegiate 
record  in  throwing  the  hammer.  From  here  he  went 
to  New  Haven,  where  he  was  tendered  a reception  and 
a miniature  of  the  Mott  Haven  cup  presented  him  in 
recognition  of  his  athletic  services  to  Yale. 

— On  Sunday,  October  22,  the  Rev.  George  Wallace, 
of  St.  Andrew’s  Cathedral  of  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  who 
has  been  spending  a few  days  with  Rev.  Mr.  Snyder, 
conducted  the  services  in  the  University  Chapel. 
Bishop  Rulison  preached  the  sermon.  In  the  evening, 
by  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Snyder,  a number  of  students 
visited  his  house,  where  Mr.  Wallace  gave  an  interest- 
ing talk  on  the  customs  and  habits  of  the  Hawaiians. 
A large  album,  containing  views  of  Hawaii,  was  shown, 
as  well  as  a number  of  invitations  to  royal  celebrations. 

— On  Saturday,  Oct.  15,  Miller,  ’88,  Barnard,  Throop, 
Lincoln  and  Newby,  ’89,  and  Beazell,  ’90,  went  to 
Chester,  where  they  entered  the  sports  given  by  the 
Chester  Athletic  Club.

They  will  astound 
their  hearers  with  a classical  discourse  upon  “Esse  et 
videri,”  and  so  on.  One  or  two  may  possibly  have  the 
courage  to  dilate  upon  George  Washington’s  last  will 
and  testament  and  his  views  of  canal  and  river  naviga- 
tion. Ah ! we  hope  that  by  the  time  our  sons  occupy 
our  places  in  this  region  the  only  available  subject  left 
connected  with  the  immortal  George  will  be  his  lament- 
able but  inevitable  demise.

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LAFAYETTE  VS.  LEHIGH,  4-10. 

SATURDAY,  OCT.  29. 

T N the  last  issue  of  The  Lafayette  it  says 
that  the  general  question  about  college  is, 
substantially,  “What  will  be  the  score  in  the 
Lehigh  game?”  The  Burr  takes  immense 
pleasure  in  chronicling  the  fact  that  the  score 
in  question  was  10-4  in  favor  of  our  team. 
And  it  was  a great  game — rough,  ’tis  true,  but 
exciting  and  stubbornly  contested  throughout. 
Lafayette  sent  up  one  of  the  best  teams  they 
ever  put  in  the  field,  and  at  times  they  played 
brilliantly,  but  they  were  not  enough  for  our 
team,  even  crippled  as  it  was  by  the  absence  of 
Captain  Bradford  and  Palmer. 

The  day  was  all  that  could  be  desired  and 
the  spectators  numbered  at  least  700,  including 
a large  delegation  from  Lafayette.  The  ref- 
eree was  F.  S.  Spalding,  Princeton,  ’87,  and  the 
umpire,  R.  W.  Miers,  Princeton,  ’88. 

The  teams  were — 

Lafayette  : Rushers — W.  Van  Loon,  Harry, 
Robinson,  ’91,  Williams  (centre),  Cummins, 
Overton  and  F.  Van  Loon  ; quarter-back — 
Ensor;  half-backs — Payne  (captain)  and  Camp; 
full-back  — Mcllvaine  ; substitutes  — Glover, 
Robinson,  ’89,  and  Mackey. 

Lehigh  : Rushers — Williams,  Beck,  Dough- 
erty, Martin  (centre),  Rafferty,  Davis  and 
Wetzel;  quarter-back — Walker;  half-backs — 
Corbin  (captain)  and  Emery  ; full-back — Rick- 
ert ; substitutes — Detweiler  and  Graham. 

Winning  the  toss,  Lafayette  took  the  east 
goal  and  gave  Lehigh  the  ball.  Promptly  at 
3 o’clock  play  began.  Martin  dribbled  the 
ball  to  Walker,  who  rushed  down  the  field 
preceded  by  the  rush-line  and  gained  ten  yards 
before  he  was  downed.  On  the  third  down 
Corbin  made  five  yards,  but  after  four  downs 
the  ball  went  to  Lafayette.  Payne,  attempt- 
ing to  rush,  was  thrown  by  Dougherty.  The 
ball  was  passed,  but  dropped,  and  Rickert 


secured  it  for  Lehigh.  By  runs  of  Corbin  and 
Rickert  the  ball  was  downed  almost  on  Lafa- 
yette’s goal-line.  Corbin  secured  a touch- 
down for  Lehigh.  Time,  9 minutes.  A try 
at  goal  failed. 

The  ball  was  brought  out  and  dribbled  to 
W.  Van  Loon,  whom  Beck  promptly  downed. 
Van  Loon  gained  five  yards.  The  ball  was 
then  kicked  and  in  the  scrimmage  Lafayette 
was  compelled  to  make  a safety.  Score,  6-0. 

The  ball  was  kicked  by  Payne  and  secured 
by  Walker.  Runs  by  Rickert  and  Corbin 
followed,  but  finally,  after  four  downs,  the  ball 
went  to  Lafayette.  Mcllvaine  made  a short 
run,  but  was  beautifully  tackled  by  Williams. 
At  length  the  ball  was  downed  fifteen  yards 
from  the  visitors’  goal-line  and  a foul  tackle 
gave  Lehigh  five  yards  more.  The  ball  was 
passed  to  Corbin,  who  was  pushed  across  the 
line  and  secured  a touch-down.  Score,  10-0. 

Williams  punted  the  ball  out,  and  Walker, 
catching  it,  attempted  to  run  and  was  immedi- 
ately downed.  A trial  at  goal  from  the  field 
by  Rickert  resulted  in  a kick-over.  Soon  after 
Robinson  was  hurt  and  Glover  took  his  place 
in  the  rush-line.  Runs  by  Mcllvaine,  Payne 
and  Camp  carried  the  ball  down  the  field. 
Lafayette  braced  up  and  played  sharply  the 
remainder  of  the  half.  The  ball  was  gradually 
forced,  for  the  first  time,  into  Lehigh’s  terri- 
tory, and  in  one  of  the  scrimmages  Emery 
was  disabled  and  Graham  put  at  half.  Overton 
made  ten  yards  for  Lafayette  and  runs  by  Mc- 
llvaine and  Harry  carried  the  ball  to  the  5- 
yard  line.  Lehigh  was  playing  very  poorly  at 
this  point,  being  unable  to  block  or  tackle 
effectively.  F.  Van  Loon  made  a touch-down 
for  Lafayette.  No  goal.  Score,  10-4,  in  Le- 
high’s favor. 

The  ball  was  soon  in  the  middle  of  the  field 
and  went  to  Lehigh  on  a foul  tackle.  Mcllvaine 
secured  the  ball  on  a kick  by  Rickert.  Runs 
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by  Mcllvaine  and  Overton  brought  the  ball  to 
Lehigh’s  25-yard  line.  The  ball  was  then 
passed  to  Mcllvaine',  who  made  a magnificent 
run,  but  was  finely  tackled  by  Graham  and 
shoved  outside  within  one  yard  of  our  goal- 
line. Three  times  the  ball  was  brought  in  and 
shoved  out  without  crossing  the  line,  and  after 
four  downs  Lehigh  got  the  ball.  The  home 
team  was  playing  a strong  game,  and  as  they 
repeatedly  thwarted  the  efforts  of  their  oppo- 
nents to  score,  the  excitement  waxed  intense. 
The  half  closed  with  the  ball  thirty  five  yards 
from  Lehigh’s  goal.  Score,  Lehigh  10,  Lafay- 
ette 4. 

The  second  half  commenced  at  4:10,  with 
the  ball  in  Lafayette’s  possession.  F.  Van 
Loon  made  ten  yards,  but,  no  ground  being 
gained  after  this,  Lehigh  secured  the  ball  after 
four  downs.  Corbin  made  a short  run.  The 
ball  was  kicked  by  Rickert  and  secured  by 
Payne,  who  was  downed  by  Graham.  Wetzel 
tackled  Payne  after  a good  run  by  the  latter. 
Lehigh  secured  the  ball;  Rickert  kicked  straight 
up  and  Mcllvaine,  obtaining  the  ball,  ran  with 
it  to  our  10-yard  line,  where  he  was  beautifully 
tackled  by  Rafferty.  Lafayette  lost  twenty 
yards.  Payne  kicked  the  ball,  which  was  fum- 
bled by  Rickert  and  downed  one  yard  from  the 
Lehigh  goal-line.  Rickert  kicked  out  and 
Williams  downed  Mcllvaine,  who  had  secured 
the  ball,  at  the  25-yard  line.  Payne  attempted 
to  kick,  but  was  thrown  by  Beck.  Mcllvaine 
made  a run,  but  was  shoved  outside,  and  in  the 
scrimmage  Beck  was  brutally  slugged  in  the 
stomach,  by  whom  it  was  impossible  to  tell, 
and  had  to  be  taken  from  the  field.  Detweiler 
took  his  place.  Soon  alter  Lehigh  secured 
the  ball  on  a free  catch  by  Corbin,  and  from 
this  time  on  played  a remarkably  fine  game, 
holding  the  ball  almost  the  entire  remainder  of 
the  game.  Lehigh  gained  fully  fifty  yards  on 
short  runs  by  Graham,  Rickert,  Corbin  and 
Martin.  Corbin,  in  attempting  another  run, 
was  tackled  and  dropped  the  ball,  which  was 
secured  by  Lafayette.  It  was  kicked  back  and 
forth  several  times  and  at  length  Walker  made 


a free  catch.  The  ball  was  dribbled  to  Rickert 
who  kicked  poorly.  W.  Van  Loon  made  a 
free  catch  directly  in  front  of  and  about  thirty- 
five  yards  from  our  goal.  A try  at  goal  from 
the  field  by  Payne  was  unsuccessful,  the  ball 
passing  just  outside  of  the  post.  Lafayette’s 
claims  to  a goal  were  not  allowed.  From  now 
our  team  played  magnificently,  and  the  ball 
was  forced  rapidly  towards  Lafayette’s  goal. 
Corbin  made  several  excellent  runs.  In  a 
scrimmage  Harry  was  thrown  and  hit  his  nose 
on  the  ground.  He  left  the  field  and  Robinson 
returned.  The  game  was  closed  with  the  ball 
at  Lafayette’s  25-yard  line.  Score,  Lafayette 
4,  Lehigh  10. 

To  the  referee  and  umpire  are  due  the  thanks 
of  both  colleges  for  the  fair  and  impartial  per- 
formance of  their  duties. 

Lafayette’s  rush-line  played  an  excellent 
game,  blocking  and  getting  through  well.  The 
backs  on  both  sides  fumbled  badly  at  times. 
Mcllvaine  made  some  fine  runs  and  was  well 
guarded  by  his  rush-line.  Ensor,  as  a rule, 
tackled  well,  but  passed  a trifle  too  high. 
Payne’s  kicking  was  good.  For  Lehigh,  Cor- 
bin did  some,  very  fine  work  and  captained  the 
team  well.  Dougherty’s  runs  and  Rickert’s 
kicking  at  critical  points  were  worthy  of  notice. 
Graham  tackled  magnificently.  For  new  men, 
Rafferty  and  Beck  played  a strong  game.  The 
play  of  Martin  at  centre  and  Walker  at  quarter 
was  of  their  usual  high  order.  One  of  the  wreak 
points  of  the  team  is  failure  to  guard  the  half- 
backs. It  must  be  remedied. 

The  scene  at  the  close  of  the  game  was  ex- 
traordinary; hats  and  canes  flew  promiscuously 
about.  Cheer  upon  cheer  rent  the  air,  and  the 
players  were  carried  triumphantly  off  the  field. 
In  the  evening  the  victory  was  celebrated  by  a 
procession  and  a general  good  time.  The 
President,  Dr.  Coppee,  Prof.  Williams  and  sev- 
eral others  were  visited  and  made  short 
speeches  congratulating  the  team  on  their 
victory.
